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Choir Boys in England. 

The choir master of a church im one 
of the largest cities of this country has 
just returned from a visit to England, 
during which he Hstened to choral ser- 
vices in 17 cathedrals and learned for 


the first time that there is no uniform 
method of training the boy choirs in 


England or of teaching the individual 
~ Members 


of them—how—to—sing.__The 
question of producing the tones in the 
best way is no more settled there than 
in*the United States, although England 
ig supposed ‘to be the home of the boy 
choir. Some masters teaéch the youth- 
ful singers that their voices should 
come from the head, while others say 
that chest tones produce the best. ef- 
fects. 

This American choir master . found 
that the three best choirs in England 
were at Magdalen College, Oxford; at 
St. Paul's Cathedral in London, and at 
King’s College, Cambridge. These are 
said to represent in their services the 
most that can be accomplished by the 
choirs of men and boy’s voices. The 
choir of Magdalen College consists of 
16 boys and 10 men... There are two 
daily services and a rehearsal also daily 
for the boys in the choir school. The 
music. is without accompaniment and 
was praised by the American . expert, 
chiefly for the beautiful quality of the 
boys’ voices. This is said to be the re- 
sult of the choir master’s method, 
which insists on the use of the head 
tones and also on softness in singing. 
By the obervance of this second rule, 
the harshness likely to come into a 
boy's voices.

By the observance of this second rule 
the harshness likely to come into a 
boy’s voice when he forces it; may be 
avoided, and one of the most serious 
drawbacks to the enjoyment of the av- 
erage boy choir is overcome. No more 
painful use of music in divine service 
can be imagined than the effect created 
by two dozen sturdy boys singing as 
hard as they can, with no apparent idea 
of anything but volume of tone and zeal 
of execution. : 

St. Paul’s in London has a choir of 30 
boys and 18 men. The enormous build- 
ing demands that the maximum of tone 
shall be produced, but that is never ac- 
complished at the cost of good music. 
The choiristers are made to sing. They 
are. not allowed to shout, whatever the 
required volume of sound may be, The 
boys and men rehearse daily, and as in 
other cathedral choirs, there is’ a school 
especially for them. Such an advan- 
exists in none of the churches here 
which have boy choirs. Head tones are 
also insisted upon at St. Paul's. : 

The choir at King’s College, Cam- 
bridge, consists of sixteen boys and ten 
men, and they are trained by their. mas- 
ters to use their head tones exclusively 
and never to sing from their chest. The 
singing of these boys in its delicacy, 
shading and attack is said to be supe- 
rior to that of any choir in England. 
These choirs possess advantages for re- 
hearsals never found in this country, 
and their skill is never likely to. be 
equalled here. In most of the English 
choirs the countre tenor is song by the 
men, as there are said to be only two 
boys in England who sing alto. They 
are at. Peterboro and at Wells.The Si. 
Paul's Cathedral choir rejoices in the 
possession of two soloists who are said 
to possess the finest voices in England. 

The choir at Westminster Abbey is 
said to be inferior in view of the post- 
tion of the church, although some of 
the smaller churches in London possess 
the most highly trained choirs. It 
seemed to be the opinion of this au- 
thority that the least results were ob- 
tained from the use of the head tones. 
Here the number of boys available for 
such. choirs is smal land there are no 
choir schools. 
only plenty of singers to be had, but 
there are also ample opportunities to 
train them by daily rehearsals.

A CRISIS IN GUATEMALA, 


A quaint experience I once had in the 
interior of Guatemala,” said a former 
resident of that republic, ‘furnishes a 
tip (op illustration of the way they run 
governments in (Gentral America, 
had occasion to visit a small garrison 
town in the coffee belt on some busi- 
ness and fount the commandant in a 
state bordering on distraction. We 
took dinner together and he told me his 
tale of woe between courses. His sol- 
diera, it seemed, had been without pay 
for over three months, and as the Gov- 
ernment made no effort to provide 
them with rations, they had subsisted 
oon beans, tortillas and coffee furnished 
yn credit by the old women of the vil- 
dage. Naturally this credit had worn 
itself cut, and two days before I ar- 


rived all the old women went on a 
strike, since which time the garrison 
had -been practically without food. 


Needless to say, the soldiers were des- 
perate, and they had determined to de- 
sert en bloc and go back to their farms 
1 advised the commandant to telegraph 
the facts to the President, and at last 
he screwed up his courage to send the 
message. As soon as it was received 
the ‘President sent word to a wealthy 
some cash iInstanter to the command- 
ant. The planter gave a messenger a 
$100 bill and rushed him off on horse- 
back for the village, which he reached 
at daybreak next morning. When the 
poor commandant saw the remittance 
he nearly swooned away, for under the 
circumstances $100 was about as much 
use to him as 100 brass elephants. No- 
body in the whole department could 
change it, and he was in the depths of 
despair. until I suddenly appeared in 
the role of good fairy, I happened to 
have 100 one dollar notes in my saddle 
bags, and I handed over the bundle in 
return for the bill brought by the cou- 
rier. The commandant grabbed the 
package and kissed me_ violently on 
both cheeks. Glory Hallelujah! The 
country was saved. Each soldier got 
a dollar which he paid on account, and 
the credit of the Government was re- 
‘stored. The garrison howled with joy 
and the old women shed happy tears 
in the coffee which they at once pro- 
ceeded to boil. It was a touching scene. 
If I ever go back to that place again 
I will be treated like a prince.”—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

The “Warlock pear’ which again 


played the part of dowry, thus passed 
to her descendants, the Brouns of Col- 
stoun, who derived their pedigree from 
the ancient kings of France, an origin 
alluded to by their armorial bearings— 
gules three fleurs de lis, or. In 1686 Pat- 
rick Broun of .Colstoun was created a 
baronet of Nova Scotia and was suc- 
ceeded by his son George, second baro- 
net of Colstoun, in whose time the pear 
hitherto carefuly cherished, and which, 
to all appearance, was as fresh as when 
picked, began, in accordance with the 
warning of the enchanter, to exert its 
influence malignantly. Sir George was 
married to the Lady Elizabeth Macken- 
zie, daughter of George, first earl of 
Cromartie (the famous Viscount Tar- 
bat of Queen Anne’s reign), whose ar- 
morial bearing was azure, a hart’s 
head cabossed or, and she, not content, 
with merely beholding the pear, longed 
to taste it, and, as in the case of a re- 
moteancestress, the temptation was too 
strong to be resisted, 

Authorities differ as to whether the 
Lady Elizabeth really bit the pear or 
merely dreamed she did. Debrett, in 
his Barontage, states that she dreamed 
she bit it, but the late Sir Richard 
Brown, Bart., author of an elaborate 
MS. history of the house of Colstoun, 
says distinctly that she bit it, and it ts 
certain that there are marks of teeth 
in the pear, which is now as hard as 
stone. Whether the bite was real or 
imaginary, the fact remains that al- 
most immediately the family. fortunes 
began to wane. Sir George Broun was 
soon afterward drowned in the Tyne, 
1718, and the Lady Elizabeth only es- 
caped by her clothes bearing her up in 
the water. Sir George died without 
heirs male, and the title, which was to 
heirs male general, became dormant, 
and though subsequently assumed by 
a collateral branch again became dor- 
mant in 1776, and so remained for more 
than fifty years, until after proceedings 
very interesting, a young cadet of a dis- 
taht branch proved his father to be en- 
titled to the baronetey and was accord- 
ingly declared heir.

ROPE MAKERS OF MANILA, 


(From the Chicago—Reeord,)——— 
Rope making is an industry at which 
many work. The machinery used is 
primitive, but the finished article the 
workers turn out is smooth and strong. 
There is no way of cheating in this 
work. The hemp comes in bales, as it 
leaves the plantation. It is taken out 
to the street, where the work is done 
and where the spools are, for the first 
process. Timé and practice are needed 
to learn the knack of keeping the reel 
going around by a simple twist of the 
wrist. The operator backs slowly away 
as the strands grow in length, and 
when he has gone as for as he deems 
necessary he begins to wind up all the 
cord that he has spun. 

For the next operation twelve spools 
of this cord and another machine are 
used. The machine has twelve cranks 
at one end and two at the other. When 
the strands are laid, if the rope is to be 
a long one, suports are erected about 
fifty feet apart. These are to keep, the 
strands from twisting and tangling as 
they are spun about. Two men stand 
at the upper end of the walk and face 
the man who is turning the twelve 
strands. Each has two gone-shaped 
pieces of wood in his hands, and in 
these cones are six grooves through 
which thes trands run. The operator 
at the strand end turns. his wheel to 
the right and the men at the other end 
The strands be- 
gin to twist and grow smaller and 
harder, and at last the two men with 
the cone start slowly toward the strand 
man. If there are tangles-in front of 
them they separate the snarl with their 
toes. In front are twelve strands. Be- 
hind the advancing operators are two. 
It is a slow walk from one end to the 
other, and it is hard work to keep the 
strands whirling and the machinery go- 
ing until the two ropes are complete. 
When all is done the finished object is 
a rope the size of a clothesline. 

If a larger rope is to be made the op- 
eration is repeated with as many 
strands as desired, according to the 
thickness of the rope wanted. The pro- 
cess is the same, but cones with larger 
grooves are used, The rope may be 
made of any length. In fact, as long as 
the hemp holds out the operators can 
splice and splice indefinitely. The rope 
is rolled up in great coils when it !s 
finished for shipment, and is then 
wrapped in coarse cloth manufactured 
from the same fibre. .

Dr. Bowker’s Illustrated Talks. 


It is often a matter of wonderment to 


the exquisite views that illustrate his 
lectures on the. great white screen over 
the stage. This is done by a large stere- 
optican or magic lantern on a very large 
scale, supplied with perfect and powerful 
lenses which must be absolutely free 
from the slightest possible flaw. 

The picture is photographed on glass, 
a thin bit of crystal three inches square 
and over the face of it is placed a second 
plate of crystal to prevent the photo- 
graphic film from being injured. These 
two plates are then bound together by 
some adhesive with a strip of linen or 
paper and the “slide” as it is called is 
then ready to show. 

The name slide is given it because it 
literally slides into a groove in the lan- 
tern made for its reception. The power- 
ful light is then turned on and the pict- 
ure appears on the screen, There are 
numerous illuminants used such as oil, 
electricity, acetylene and the oxy-hydro- 
gen, the last of which is employed by 
Dr. Bowker's assistant, as it gives the 
softest, yet most brilliant light and 
shows colored slides with the greatest 
approach to nature. 

The painting of slides is a most trying 
and difficult art and there are only two 
or three good colorists in the world, prin- 
cipally in Europe, the best in America 
being a clergyman in Pittsburg, Rev. Dr. 
David Breed, who does it for pastime 
and has attained so great a degree of éx- 
cellence that he has captured the prizes 
at the European exhibitions, The prep- 
aration of such illustrations is a work of 
great care necessitating critical judg- 
ment and extreme care.

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« Good Cookery : 
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CLEANING AND TRUSSING TUR- 
KEY. 

If you are near a good market where 

your Thanksgiving turkey can be 
dressed and sent to you almost ready for 
the oven you may never have stopped to 
ask how the dressing is accomplished: 
Let us suppose that some kind friend 
sends you in as a gift a turkey that has 
been picked but not dressed (the con- 
dition most poultry now reaches the 
market) and then you need knowledge 
and need it badly indeed. 
I hold it to be the duty of everyone to 
be prepared for just such emergencies 
and so will try and tell you how to 
clean and truss your holiday bird. 

To begin, first pull out carefully all the 
pin feathers and singe the bint over a 
piece of lighted paper turning it on ev- 
ery side so as to remove all the hairs, 
With a cicaver or large knife cut off 
the head and with a smaller instrument 
earefully remove the oil sack. If the 
drumsticks are to be roasted the sinews 
and tendons should be removed and this 
can be done by drawing them out by 
means of a hook after the skin has been 
cut around just below the joint. 

The leg may be unjointed but it is 
better to break the bone just below the 
joint and thus sever the foot from the 
leg. When the bird is roasted it is easy 
to remove this piece of bone and leave 
on the turkey a clean white joint. 
Cut a slit in the loose skin of the neck, 
loosen the windpipe and crop and re- 
move with a steady pull, being care- 
ty not to break the crop. Next cut a 
o-inch slit Just above the vent, insert 
the fingers, loosen the’ membrane as 
much as possible from the walls of the 
cavity, grasp firmly the largest object 
you can feel, which will be the gizzard, 
and druw steadily out. With a Httle 
practice. you will find that you will thus 
remove the intestinal mass intact, Draw 
all clear of the body and with a knife 
cut uround the vent and remove it with 
the large intestine. 
Wher you have made sure that the 
eavity is clear, wipe the entire interior 
with two soft cloths the first wet in cold 
water, the last dry. Thig is much better 
than washing as you do not in this way 
injure the flavor. 
The. bird is now ready for stuffing 
which should be used to fill the cavity 
and so made as to keep the meat moist. 
Do not crowd it in as a good stuffing 
always swells in cooking. Remember al- 
so that a turkey should be well larded. 
With a trussing needle and twine, firat 
sew up the slits, sewing carpet fashion, 
then give the legs and wings your at- 
tention, These can be kept in place in 
several ways, but I prefer to still use 
the trussing needle which now must be 
a long one, Turn the tips of the wings 
under the upper joints; run the needle 
through wings and body to the oppo- 
site side then back again a half or three- 
quarters of an inch from the first stitch, 
draw wp the two ends of the twine and 
le firmly, 
The thighs should be pressed well up 
on the side of the body and then treated 
in the same way as the wings:and the 
end of the drumsticks then stitched to- 
gether. The advantage of this style of 
truesing is the ease with which the 
strings may be removed by eimply cut- 
ting them on the opposite side from 
which they are tied and pulling them 
through by the knots. 
Brush over the bird with melted but- 
ter and dust with salt and pepper be- 
fore putting in the oven, .The oven 
should be very hot when the turkey is 
first put in and should be kept in that 
condition for at least the first fifteen 
ninutes, then the oven may be slower, 
Careful basting is essential to success 
in cooking a turkey.

ENGLISH MUFFINS, 
Dissolve one yeast cake in one pint of 
warm water and add one teaspoonful of 
salt. Stir in sufficient sifted bread flour 
to make a thick drop batter; add one 
tablespoonful of melted butter and heat 
hard for at least thiee minutes, Cover 
and set in a warm place until light; 
then, having the griddle moderately hot, 
lay.on_it well-greased rings, and drop 
in enough batter to half fill them. Do 
not turn until almost cooked through, 
then slip off the rings and brown on the 
other side. | 


BAKED BANANAS. 

Strip off one third of the skin of each 
banana, and with a spoon loosen the re- 
mainder around the fruit. Arrange ina 
baking pan, the stripped side uppermost. 
On each lay one half of a teaspoonful of 
butter cut into bits, and sprinkle with 
one teaspoonful sugar, and one-half of 
a teaspoonful of lemon juice. Put in 
‘the pan one tablespoonful of water for 
each banana, and bake in a hot oven un- 
til the fruit is tender—about twenty 
minutes: :

lightful Christmas pie. Clean and wash 
the birds; cut the quails in halves, the 
grouse in four pieces. Turn off the in- 
ferior portions—necks, lower ribs, etc., 
and put them with the giblets into a 
sauce. pan with a pint and a half of 
water, if your pie requires six birds. 
While this is stewing, make a good puff 
paste, and line a large pudding dish, re- 
serving enough for a lid at least half an 
inch thick. When the livers are tender 
tdke them out, leaving the gravy to 
stew in the covered sauce pan. Lard the 
breasts of the birds with tiny strips of 
salt pork, and’ mince a couple of slices 
of’ the same with livers, a bunch of 
Parsley and thyme, also chopped fine, the 
juice ofpa lemon, pepper, and a very 
small shallot. Make a force meat of this, 
with bread crumbs moistened with 
warm milk. Put some thin strips of cold 
corned (not smoked) ham in the bottom 
of the pie, next the crust; lay upon these 
pieces of the bird, peppered and but- 
tered, then a large layer of the force 
meat, and so on until you are ready for 
the gravy. Strain this, return to the fire 
and season; heat to a boil, pour into the 
pie and cover with the upper crust, cut- 
ting a slitin the middie. Ornament with 
pastry leaves arranged about the edge 
to form a wreath, and in the middle a 
pastry bird, with curled etrips of pastry 
about it. The last should be baked sep- 
arately and laid on when the pie is done, 
to cover the hole in the middle, Bake 
three hours if your pie is large, covering 
with paper if it threatens to brown too 
fast. 

FRUIT CAKE, 

Cream one-half cup butter, add grad- 
ually one cup brown sugar, two eggs 
well beaten and one-half cup coffee. 
Mix and sift one and one-half cups flour, 
One and one-half teaspoonfuls baking 
powder, one-half teaspoonful cinnamcn 
and one-quarter teaspoonful each nut- 
meg, mace and clove, Add to the first 
mixture and heat thoroughly. Then add 
one-half cup raisins, seeded and cut fine, 
one-third of a cup finely-cut citron, and 
one-third of a cup finely chopped eggs, 
dredged with one tablespoonful of flour. 
Bake in a moderate oven one tnd one- 
half hours. 


PEACH PUDDING. 

Drain off the syrup from one can of 
peaches; add to it one pint of water 
and sugar to taste. The amount will 
depend upon how much the fruit was 
sweetened in canning. Boil the syrup 
and skim until clear. Then stir into 
it, one-third as much whole wheat or 
Graham flour, Wet the flour first in a 
little cold water. Stir it as it thickens, 
and let it cook ten minutes. Put the 
peaches into a deep dish and pour the 
thickened syrup Over them. Serve cold 
with cream, 


FIG CAKE, 

Two cupfuls of sugar, two-thirds of a 
cup of butter, one cupful of milk, four 
even cupfuls of flour, five eggs, two tea- 
spoonfuls ‘of cream of tartar, one of 
soda, sifted with the flour; mix the 
butter and sugar until creamed, 
the unbeaten yolks of the eggs, add F 
milk and the flour slowly, beating all 
the time, lastly the whites of the eggs. 
Flavor two cupfuls of chopped figs and 
mix in. Bake quickly. 


MOLASSES COOKIES, 

Heat one cup molasseg to the boiling 
point,andpour it over one-half cup short- 
ening; add one tablespoontul of goda 
dissolved in two tablespoonfuly warm 
milk, Then add two cups flour mixed 
and sifted with one and one-half tea- 
spoonful salt, one-half teaspoonful euch 
of clove and nutmeg, and three -quarters 
of a tea#poonful of cinnamon, When 
thoroughly mixed, ch#!l, and roll as thth- 
ly as possible, 


EGS SALAD, 
Twelve hard boiled eggs, one-half pint 
cream, butter the size of an egg, a little 


parsley, chopped fine, one tablespoonful 


of flour. 
and flour, 


Take cream, butter, parsley 
mix and cook until thick. 


Slice the eggs, and after each layer of 
eggs, add one of bread crumbs, over 
which pour the cream to cover. When 
the dish is full, bake until brown. Gar- 
nish with parsley and serve hot.

MUSGROVE BLOCK. 
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Test of Fire Bacape a Success. 


John H. Clinton, of -this place gave a 
very suecessful “exhibition of his~ re- 
cently patented fire eseape, at the en- 

wine house on Park street, last Saturday 
afternoon, between 3 and 4pm <A 
large erowd gathered to watch the 
working of the appliance which is quite 
simple in its mechanism. 

It is built somewhat in the shape of a 
cross With the rope running: down 
through the central arm which —curves, 
thus binding on the rope. The rope 
also runs over the cross arm in such a 
way that it can be controlled by a lever. 

When a descent is to be made, a belt 
is put around the person’s body under 
the arms and he is dropped out of the 
window. Should he not know how to 
work the escape he will drop about six 
inches and remain stationary. By pull- 
ing one of the levers, the rope is re- 
leased and the descent commences, very 
slowly or faster as the lever is pulled 
harder. No very fast descent can be 
made, however, as the rope which runs 
through the arm binds as it runs, on ac- 
count of its slightly S-like curve. 

If it is desired that a stoppage be 
made at any point on the drop it can be 
done with ease and readiness and add- 
itional passengers taken on.. When the 
ground is reached, the apparatus may be 
reversed, hauled up and used again. 

About ten or twelve people ventured 
atrial of the escape and- were loud~in 
its praise. . Among the visitors from 
out of town was Charles Robinson of 
North Andover, who tested the appli- | 
ance. 

' Mr. Clinton was pefectly satisfied with 

his exhibition and is planning to give 
one in Lawrence before long. The in- 
ventor has had an idea of an escape 
something like this, since belonging to 
‘a’fire comvany for many years, and has 
already invented several other escapes 
which he has not had patented. This, 
he says, is the best of the lot.

A Great ‘Possibitity at, Indian 
idge. 


Much has been done at that beautiful 
reservation, Indian Ridge, since its pur- 
chase through the efforts of many public 
spirited citizens over a year ago, but not 
a tithe has been accomplished of what 


-~would be done, and should -be done, were 


the Park Commissioners in a condition 
to supply the necessary funds. 

Thus far the underbrush has been 
cleared away to a certain extent where. 
it was desired to make paths or walks 
and the trees trimmed to allow the 
passage of the visitors along the walks 
and drives. Already is it possible to 
ride around the lovely spots of this pre- 
historical reminiscence of the glacial 
period.and discover - the-—unexpected 
beauty spots hidden from view, or not 
in the least realized from the road. 
Here one looks from a high narrow 
ridge, resembling the back of some 
hugh leviathan down through vistas of 
trees to the road below, or beyond and 
still lower, to the winding Shawshin. 
Across the little valley are the hills of 
the Andover village. 

Then again from another spot one 
catches a glimpse of the West Parish 
farms and the white church spire. 
About us the trees are losing their sum- 
mer coating of green, but the change 
only brings them an additional glory as 
they stand enclosed as in rich robes of 
bright yellows, reds or mixtures of the 
two. Here at one side of the reserva- 
tion is a pretty grove of pines, a little 
too thickly planted perhaps, but a hand- 
some sight for all of that. Across the 
road is “Sampson’s Hockey,” a curiously 
formed tree that now belongs to the 
town, 

Many are the grand old pines and 
ouks that are scattered through these 
woods crowning Indian Ridge. Some of 
the pines are as straight as an arrow, 
rising to a height of eighty to a hun- 
dred feet —worthy almost of a place on 
some white sailed cup defender, And 
the oaks are hoary old) monarchs, many 
of them, gnarled and twisted into the 
most peculiar shapes and postures, 

Would that something could be done 
to put the Ridge into a more favorable 
condition for visitation and one that the 
townspeople would frequent, The Park 
Commissioners as a body, and Charles 
L. Carter especially, have been .doing 
everything possible to keep on with 
their improvements here, but the one 
thing most necessary, —adequate funds, 
is still lacking. 


The preliminary catalogue of Phillips 
Academy students was issued the first 
ot this week and shows a total enroll- 
ment of 400 attendants, divided as 
follows: Classical department, .

A New Foundry. 


The-J. H. Horne Sons paper machine 
company dedicated their new _ iron 
foundry Tuesday evening, by tendering 
a clambake to their employes’and a few 
friends, 

The new foundry is a model building 
in every way. The dimensions are 160x 


_%0 feet. The front entrance faces due 


east and affords a good view of the va- 
rious buildings of the plant. The frame 
work is of steel. The walls are bricked 
up for a space of six feet. The rest is 
of glass. The entire building is lighted 
with electricity and heated by the 
mammoth oven that cases the steel. In- 
side the foundry gives an idea of the 
important part of the labor it per- 
forms on the products of the various 
factories. An immense crane capable of 
carrying a five ton load is placed 50 
that it can travel the length of the 
foundry. The cupola holds six: tons of 
steel. To give an idea of the work it 
will perform when work is booming the 
cupola wil hold the six ton of sceel and 
welt it into fiery liquid in one hour, An 
electric elevator carries the steel. from 
‘the floor to the cupola. Both large and 
small ore ovens are ready for use. 

The building was built by the Berlin 
Bridge company of Berlin, Connecticut. 
They landed a force of 40 men on the 
grounds the middie of ‘June, and. had 
the job done the first of November. 

L. 8; Hartwell will pe foreman of the 
plant and will overseer a force of 35 
men. Today the machinery was put in 
motion. When a reporter for the Tele- 
gram arrived on the scene the interior 
of the foundry looked like a place of 
business. A large fire was blazing be- 
neath the mammoth cupola, Workmen 
were hoisting pieces of frame work and 
setting to rights the equipments to be 
used in turning out forgings for the 
world, and Mr. Hartwelll without coat 
or hat was directing movements. Above 
all rang the merry sound of saw and 
hammer. 

Considerable small work remains to 
be done before the building will be 
complete. Window sashes, door sills 
and minor parts of the shop will be put 
in position ere long. Foundry men claim 
that it is the best shop of its kind in 
Essex county. Its output will be the 
largest in eastern Massachusetts.

CAR OFF THE TRACK. 


A peculiar tie-up occurred on the lo- 
cal division of the L. L. & H. street 
railway company Wednesday morning, 
interfering seriously with traffic for 
over two hours. . 

Just after the fifth car had left the 
car barn about 5.30 a. m., it Jumped the 
rails on Merrimack street and it was 
only after two hours of the hardest 
kind of work that the car was restored 
to the irons and traffic resumed. 

Where the accident occurrred the 
track was in process of repair, and dur- 
ing the night water washed in under 
the rails, making the entire track sag 
near a switch. When thé car struck the 
switch all four wheels were thrown off 
and the car ditched in mud.

The Methuen and North Andover cars 
were delayed, but traffic was not inter- 
rupted as a car ran from Methuen to 
the wrecked car and one .ran from 
North Andover to the same point.

In all about 12 cars were either put 
out of service or unable to make trips 
on time.
